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REMARKS 

Claims 1-10 and 17 were pending in the present application. Claims 11-16 were previously 
canceled to comply with a restriction requirement The currently pending claims are objected to 
in the Office Action for containing subject mater outside the scope of the search made by the 
Examiner. Applicants note a typographical error on the first sentence on page 4 of the Office 
Action which should read "[c]laims 1-10 and 17", not "claims 1-10 and IT- Claims 5-10 are 
canceled and claims 1-3 and 17 are amended herein to comply with the Office Action. These 
amendments were made to remove subject matter which was not searched and thus the 
amendments were not made for any reason related to patentability. Applicants reserve the right to 
incorporate canceled subject matter into a subsequent divisional application without prejudice. 
The amendments do not incorporate new matter. 

Applicants note that the rejection made in this Office Action is a further de facto restriction of the 
elected species. Applicants request that the Examiner "provide a clear and detailed record of the 
restriction requirement to provide demarcation between the restricted inventions so that it can be 
determined whether inventions claimed in a continuing application arc consonant with the 
restriction requirement and therefore subject to the prohibition against double patenting under 35 
U.S.C. 121". (MPEP §814, emphasis in original). 

CONCLUSION 

In the absence of any cited prior art in the Office Action which would anticipate or render 
obvious the remaining subject matter, Applicants respectfully request allowance of the currently 
claimed subject matter and issuance of aNoticc of Allowance. If any issues remain which the 
Examiner believes can be resolved by a telephone conference please telephone or email the 
undersigned.
